Police catch suspected robbers

Suspected thieves were arrested in a farm field outside 
Cochrane last week after leading police on a two-hour 
pursuit through Central Alberta. 

The pursuit began last Tuesday when Didsbury RCMP 
received reports that a man and a woman had been dis¬ 
turbed while allegedly robbing an elderly man’s home 
near Carstairs. 

The suspects made off in a white Ford truck at 10:30 
a m., clipping a vehicle before ripping through a barley 
field and towards a rural road to escape arrest. 

With help from a member of the public who followed 
the fleeing suspects, police were able to catch up with 
them north east of Cochrane. 

Cochrane police and a helicopter drafted in from a 
RCMP Musical Ride near Calgary helped surround the 
duo who had abandoned the truck in a fanner’s field and 
were trying to escape on foot. 

Thirty-seven-year-old Lonnie Schwager from Airdrie 
was arrested, along with a 24-year-old woman whose 
name hasn't yet been released, pending charges. 
Schwager had his first appearance at Didsbury Provincial 


Court yesterday, while the woman is set to go to court, 
September 13. 

Schwager faces six charges, related to driving offences, 
property offences and mischief. Further charges could be 
added to the list as the investigation continues, said 
RCMP Cpl. Warren Wright. 

Police, executing a search warrant on the truck, found 
‘break-in tools’ including lock cutters and binoculars. Red 
Deer Forensic Identification Unit are also combing over 
the vehicle to see if it can be connected to other rural 
break and enters or if there are other property offence 
charges to be laid. 

After the arrest police also found a vehicle in a Quonset 
on the same property the suspects fled from. It had been 
stolen earlier from Carstairs. The tires and wheels were 
missing and a neighbour who had reported seeing the 
white truck parked in the driveway, said he saw tires piled 
in the back of the vehicle. The man and woman have been 
charged with stealing tires and rims and the theft of the 
vehicle is still under investigation. 

Neighbours were keeping a close watch on the house, 
which is currently unoccupied, after it was hit three 1 times 
by thieves in the last two weeks. Tools and antiques were 
being stolen. 


Double trouble 

Developers warn town 
councillors against levy hike

Trouble. 

That’s what the construction industry is calling 
Didsbury’s proposed offsite levy that will more than dou¬ 
ble fees in the next year. 

James Carpenter, CIR Realty, was stunned at the new 
rate to subdivide - about $39,088 an acre, up from 
$17,000. 

“This is before the costs to buy land, get a development 
application and put in sidewalks, sewer and water in the 
subdivision ... it’s crazy,” he said. 

Developers are responsible for outfitting new subdivi¬ 
sions with the proper infrastructure. This new levy will 
cover the costs of expanding roadways to the subdivision 
and connecting it to water supply, sanitary sewage collec¬ 
tion and treatment. 

“It comes down to an infrastructure deficit. Certain 
things need to be replaced but the ...funds aren’t there to 
do it, so it’s done at a slower rate,” said Brittany Hutton, 
manager of planning and infrastructure for t he Town of 
Didsbury. 

“The (fee) isn’t an immediate fix but in the longterm it 
will save local residents from paying for upgrades. The 
accountability will be on developers to pay for growth.” 

The levy Woj chan«« l d to accommodate future develop¬ 
ment on 15.5 quarter sections of raw land annexed in 
2008, but will apply to any 
new subdivision that has¬ 
n’t already paid the fee. 

Larger developments 
like Fox Creek and 
Fieldstone, whose devel¬ 
opment agreements 

expired this year, will also 
be responsible for paying 
the levy. And that’s where 
concern trickles in, 

Carpenter said. 

The new levy would 
raise a 100-acre subdivi¬ 
sion project like 
Fieldstone to $3.9 million, 
from $1.7. That could deter 
‘new money.’ 

As for those already 
building in Didsbury - “boy 
oil boy does this put us behind the eight ball - we either 
pass the costs on to builders and home buyers or we just 
don’t develop," Carpenter said. 

“My concern is there isn’t enough room in tin 1 market 
right now for this. We are still recovering from a reces¬ 
sion.” 

Gordon Mross, Terra Sar Developments, understands 
the reasons behind the hike. The town needs to recover 
costs somewhere, but at the end of the day town citizens 
are going to be hit in the pocketbook. The costs always 
get passed onto the homebuyer. 

“Unfortunately this proposed increase just might make 
an affordable house less affordable," he said. 

The proposed bylaw goes into first reading on Sept. 7. 
Council is collecting comments from the public until 
then.

Didsbury hasn’t dumped 
the green bin program, yet 
- in fact residents' attitudes 
toward the recycling pro¬ 
gram seem to be warming 
up 

When the green cart and 
closed lid policy was first 
enforced in 2007 to cut 
back on organic waste 
council received a list of 
gripes. Fines for open lids 
ranked at the top. 

“But we haven’t heard 
any issues with this in a 
long, long time so I 
assume no news is good 
news,” said Councillor 
Jason Brander. 

“Like any change, it 
takes awhile for people to 
adjust - we were basically 
forcing them to recycle." 

And residents have 
caught onto the move¬ 
ment. In 2006, 1,155 metric 
tonnes of garbage was 
hauled to the landfill. 
Forty per cent of that 
waste was organic. 

When the green bins 
were brought in a year 
later Didsbury was able to 
send 310 tonnes to Olds 
College for composting 
and 1,080 metric tonnes to 
the landfill. Though the 
Mountain View Waste 
Commission still occa¬ 
sionally found a rubber 
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Landfill could role model 


6,281 metric tonnes. 

That’s on top of regional recyclables, which rose six per 
cent from 2008 with 7,769 tonnes of material. Last 
December the commission had to run two shifts to handle 
all the material pouring in and up to 65 bales of recy¬ 
clables were being baled and shipped out each day. Six 
years ago the landfill would bundle up five or six bales 
daily. 

“It has just been insane,” said Don Reid, CAO of 
Mountain View Waste Commission. 

The commission developed the centre to capture waste 
- like wood, conc rete, shingles and cardboard - that 
developers and residents hit by hailstorms were looking 
to dispose of. They also heard communities were wanting 
to recycle more and prepared to require developers to 
recycle construction mess. 

So far the process has been successful, Reid said. 

There have been only a few grumbles from contractors 
who have to now separate waste from recyclables before 
they unload at the centre. They pay a reduced dumping 
fee if they use the resource centre. 

“People used to just dump everything ... that would 
have doubled the landfill this year," Reid said. 

“By doing this we’re extending the 40-year lifespan of 
our local landfill."

The Resource Recovery Centre is still a flurry of activi¬ 
ty, a year after opening at the regional landfill - and the 
province is taking notice. 

It’s thinking about signing on the rural dump with 
Calgary and Edmonton next year as part of an Alberta¬ 
wide construction and demolition recycle program. The 
project requires legislative amendments and final govern¬ 
ment go-ahead before it kicks off. 

It’s expected to be hashed out this fall. 

“We are trying to reduce drywall and concrete going 
into landfills and Didsbury is already doing that at a high 
level,” said Trevor Gemmell, spokesperson for Alberta 
Environment. 

“We have been trying to gage the interest of Mountain 
View County in joining the first stage of the program as an 
example to other rural areas.” 

According to Alberta Environment 25 per cent of munic¬ 
ipal solid waste in landfills is construction and demolition 
material and less than 10 per cent of those same items is 
ever recycled. 

This landfill has made headway in the construction 
industry. Since September 2009 it’s recycled just over

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Townhouse taxes ‘shocking’

Didshury builders are urging council¬ 
lors to give town-home buyers a tax break 
or risk losing these types of projects all 
together. 

DCM Homes appealed to council last 
month after learning property tax for the 
newly built Brownstones project would 
be as much as a single family dwelling. 

Yet people who’d buy the town home 
would share a wall and yard with several 
other purchasers. 

“If you are charged equal or higher 
taxes on a town home as a single fami¬ 
ly home, what’s the incentive to buy?" 
Said Dana Munn, owner of DCM. 

“There should be a multi-family taxa¬ 
tion base set up so people who buy 
these types of homes get a break." 

Munn said he was shocked when he 
heard what the property tax would be. 
It was double the town’s initial estimate 
at about $3,000. 

Roy Brown, chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, said the price was a result of Munn 
giving each Brownstone a separate title. 
They were taxed individually instead of 
as one unit, as a condominium or apart¬ 
ment might be. 

That hardly makes sense to Munn. 


The town has been asking builders to 
create multi-family homes to avoid 
urban sprawl. The solution is town 
homes, which offer people ownership 
without strata fees. 

Jeremy Fazakas with Pinnacle 
Contracting recently built town houses 
along 22nd Avenue and expects the taxes 
could be as much as the Brownstones. 

“The town wanted this and yet it feels 
like we’re being penalized for building it 
... how do you compete in a market with 
such high taxes?" He said. 

“It’s no longer affordable living." 

Both Munn and Fazakas plan to back 
off multi-family projects if the town 
doesn’t create a new tax rate for town 
homes - and they are betting other 
builders will steer clear too. 

Council will look into giving town- 
house owners a tax break when they 
meet again in September. 

This is the first time this issue has 
come across their table, but it’s some¬ 
thing that needs to be addressed as the 
community continues to grow, said 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“I see what they are asking for ... and 
if we want to encourage people to keep 
on building these ...and have people to 
move into them maybe we need to look 
at a different tax structure.” 


Crossing gets stop signs

Police forces in Alberta have announced that 
they will be paying special attention to impaired 
motorists in August, putting more resources into 
the fight against a problem that leaves far too 
many victims year in and year out. 

News of the crackdown comes on the heels of 
recently released Statistics Canada numbers that 
show while overall crime in Canada has declined, 
drunk driving offences have increased in each of 
t he past three years. 

Hopefully this latest police campaign will deter 
drivers from getting behind the wheel if they’ve 
bad too much to drink. As well, with any luck it 
will also collar a good many of those drivers who 
choose to ignore the dangers and costs. 

Police say the August crackdown will include 
enhanced checkstops, in both rural and urban 
areas, as well as more roving patrols. 

“Motorists who choose to drink or use drugs 
and drive face not only killing themselves, their 
friends or someone else, but also very serious 
legal, financial, and social consequences,” says 
RCMP Inspector James Stiles, Officer in Charge 
of "K" Division Traffic Services. 

More than 100 people died, many of them inno¬ 
cent passengers and bystanders, and more than 
1,900 others were injured in alcohol-related acci¬ 
dents in Alberta last year. And sadly, judging by 
the latest Statistics Canada numbers, those num¬ 
bers will, if anything, be even higher in 2010. 

Although the police haven’t released the overall 
costs of this new drunk driving blitz, the cost in 
terms of extra manpower and other resources 
will certainly be substantial. 

As well, since police unfortunately will not be 
able to catch all the drunk drivers out there this 
month, the health-care system will be hit with the 
very, very high costs associated with treating the 
injured and maimed left behind by drunk drivers. 

And of course there are the additional, if less 
obvious, costs of drunken driving, costs shoul¬ 
dered by ordinary Albertans in every town and 
city. 

For example, the 10th annual STARS golf 
fundraiser held near Sundre two weeks ago cele¬ 
brated the very impressive landmark of $100,000 
raised over the past decade. 

A dedicated core of volunt eers makes that tour¬ 
nament possible through many, many hours of 
selfless effort. And there are other similar groups 
doing the same thing for STARS in other Alberta 
communities. 

Unfortunately many of the emergency calls 
STARS will answer this year will be for alcohol- 
caused driving crashes - spending valuable 
resources on medical emergencies caused by 
criminals. 

In a campaign launched last week, Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving are encouraging residents 
to help the police by calling 911 if they witness 
motorists driving drunk. 

And for the drunk drivers out there, the simple 
message remains tin* same: Just Don’t Do It.

Natural park is in sad shape 


RE: SOUTH RIDGE VALLEY 
PARK 

For a long time, Soul bridge Valley 
Park was a park that was mowed 
and kept up by town crews. Now 
with the improvements made, it 
has become an ignored green 
space. Over the last two years, we 
have repeatedly expressed our 
concern to the Town over the dete¬ 
rioration of the upkeep in 
Southridge Valley Park. We were 
told that the brome had gotten 
ahead of them and that it was too 
thick to mow. 

Last year a generous amount of 
grant money allowed the Town to 
enhance the park by lining the 
existing stream with landscape fab¬ 
ric and rock. An absolutely first 
class job was the result. At the 


same time, a large number of small 
trees and shrubs from lilacs to 
larch were planted both in the east 
and west sides of this park. 

Further to all of these improve¬ 
ments was tame grass, which was 
sprayed onto barren dirt areas and 
lovely walking paths were con¬ 
structed. It’s fair enough to say, 
that a lot of time and money were 
put into this park last year. 

Last year, when again we 
expressed our concern for this 
park’s upkeep, we were told that it 
had been designated as a natural 
area. 

It is a sad state of affairs that 
after all this money was allocated to 
enhance the park, that it has since 
been completely ignored in the 
name of “natural area”. We had 


hoped the town would compromise 
by at least trimming all the tall, 
thick thatches of brome that sur¬ 
rounded and overgrew the small 
trees and shrubs. This was prompt¬ 
ly attended to by the Town. 

We are very disappointed that 
councillors made the decision for 
taxpayers to designate Southridge 
Valley Park as a natural area. 

This area can now be* more 
appropriately described as unusable 
with grasses that are waist high in 
places; not to mention the fire haz¬ 
ard. Due to the many complaints of 
near-by residents, we do hope that 
Town Council can reconsider and 
make better decisions regarding this 
area in the near future.

The American Cafe on 
Main Street was a happen¬ 
ing place in the 1940’s.

A 40-year-old Carstairs resident who 
fat ed drug charges after Didsbury RCMP 
raided a grow-up in his home last year was 
sentenced at Didsbury provincial court 
Thursday. 

Michael William Hallick pleaded guilty 
August 5 to producing a 
substance. He was 
scheduled to be tried on 
the charge but changed 
his plea. 

On June 20, 2009 
RCMP executed a search 
warrant on 4 Champion 
Road in Carstairs shortly 
after 11 p.m. Hallick 
wasn’t at home during 
the search but his wife 
and one child were 
home. 

Once inside police found 108 marijuana 
plants in various stages of growth, associ¬ 
ated paraphernalia, score sheets and 
$1,900 In cash. 

Hallick returned home during the search 
and took responsibility for the grow-op. 

Hallick appeared before court on 
January 11 and pleaded not guilty to 
charges of trafficking cannabis marijuana, 
possession for the purpose of trafficking 
marijuana, production of marijuana and 


possession of property obtained by a 
crime. On Thursday Hallick plead guilty to 
charges of producing a substance and the 
remaining three charges were withdrawn. 

Hallick’s lawyer Charlie Stewart said 
Thursday Hallick started using marijuana 
to treat pain associated with a compressed 
disc. After trying to start a business he 
starting growing pot in hopes he could 
supplement his income. 

“He is extremely 
remorseful for the 
shame he’s brought to 
his family ... in a small 
community,” said 
Stewart. 

Judge P. Harley sen¬ 
tenced Hallick to a con¬ 
ditional sentence of 
imprisonment for 18 
months. For the first six 
Hallick will be under 
house arrest and the 
following 12 he is subject to a curfew 
between 9 p.m. and 6a.m. with the excep¬ 
tions of medical or other emergencies, 
travelling to and from work, shopping for 
essentials of life, transporting his children 
to out of school activities and visiting and 
assisting his mother. 

Hallick is also prohibited from carrying a 
cell phone unless for the purpose of work, 
is prohibited from entering liquor store or 
any business where the main sale is liquor. 


Rural break-ins 

Police are investigating a possible link 
between break and enters near Carstairs 
and Didsbury and an Airdrie duo that 
was arrested last week for allegedly rob¬ 
bing a vacant home in the same area. 

On July .‘10, the door jam to a farm 
rental house four miles south of Carstairs 
was wrenched open with a pry-bar. Tire 
tracks were left in the grass and a truck 
was observed near by. A day later a 
vacant home near Township 911 and Rge. 
Road 2.0 had the door kicked in. 

Nothing was taken in either case but is 
does seem like the same M.O. of a 24- 
year-old woman and 37-year-old man, 
who were spotted - and later arrested - 
at a unoccupied rural residence, hit by 
thieves three times in the last two weeks, 
said RCMPCpl. Warren Wright. 

“We are looking to see whether they 
are connected ... but it looks like people 
are determining there is no activity going 
on in the residence and are breaking in to 
see what’s inside,” he said. 

Fan’s flag stolen 

A Saskatchewan Roughriders fan had 
his flag stolen two days before the team 
hit the gridiron against Hamilton. 

Police were called July 29 when a 
homeowner near 23rd Avenue and 21st 
Street discovered his memorabilia 
stolen. Someone had climbed up on the 
porch and removed several screws to get 
the flag loose.

Vandals struck 20th Street in Didsbury, 
last week. 

Potted plants were turned over, fertiliz¬ 
er scattered, town signs damaged and 
flower pots stolen, August 2. Police say 
all the items were the property of the 
Town of Didsbury.

Didsbury RCMP is warning residents to 
lock vehicle doors after a rash of thefts 
this month. 

Owners of cars and trucks parked in 
the downtown core have reported every¬ 
thing from the loss of stereo faceplates to 
loose change and CDs. Their vehicles 
had been left unlocked. 

“It’s an age-old thing. Whoever is doing 
this is just going door-to-door and what¬ 
ever ones are open they steal what’s 
worth stealing,” said RCMP Cpl. Warren 
Wright.

STARS 
cun no longer land at the 
Didsbury hospital because 
the helipad has been shut 
down. It has to fly out of the 
airport, 10 minutes north of 
town. 

The Didsbury fire depart¬ 
ment also saw three new 
recruits join and among 
them, Braydon Snyder and 
Curtis Smith. They'll 
replace members who have 
moved on. 

Their training began the 
first Wednesday they 
signed up. They’ll get 
their pagers after three 
months of training. There 
are a variety of skills that 
must be mastered before 
being able to respond to 
calls. Some include being 
able to don a breathing 
apparatus, ladder work 
and safety.
